Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  for  1970* 

The  Registrar  General’s  figure  for  the  year  1970  indicates  a  mid-year 
population  of  5»8lO  an  increase  of  120  compared  with  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  74  births  and  64  deaths,  compared  with  79 
births  and  91  deaths  last  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  district  of 
14.6  compares  with  a  national  birth  rate  of  l6.0  per  1,000  population,  and  an 
adjusted  death  rate  of  8.6  compares  with  a  national  death  rate  of  11.7  per 
1,000  population. 

The  causes  of  death  followed  the  usual  pattern,  ischaemic  heart  disease 
being  the  principal  individual  cause  of  death  and  malignant  neoplasm  of  lung 
and  bronchus  being  the  major  cause  of  death  due  to  cancer.  There  was  one  death 
of  an  infant  under  one  year  of  age  due  to  the  hazards  of  birth. 

On  infectious  diseases,  measles  was  outstanding,  99  cases  being  notified 
during  the  year.  All  cases  were  children  under  10  years  of  age  and  the  out¬ 
break  which  occurred  during  May,  June  and  July  was  in  keeping  with  similar 
outbreaks  in  the  adjacent  districts. 

Few  changes  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  sanitary  circumstances  of 
the  district.  V/ater  continued  to  be  provided  by  Hull  Corporation  and  24 
samples  taken  by  the  Corporation  in  the  District  proved  satisfactory. 

Refuse  and  sewage  disposal  continued  as  in  previous  years. 

Ninety  dwellings  were  erected  by  the  Council  during  the  year  and  35  by 
other  persons.  Three  houses  were  found  to  be  unfit  and  8  others  were  found  to 
be  not  fit  in  all  respects  for  human  habitation.  Of  these  11  properties,  2 
were  made  fit  without  formal  action  and  2  were  closed  under  closing  orders. 

One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  meat  killed  in  the  district  continued 
to  be  carried  out  during  the  year. 

In  presenting  this  report,  may  I  express  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the 
department  for  their  work  and  help  during  the  year,  and  also  to  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  constant  interest  and  support.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


There  is  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  oil  dustbins  of  private 
dwellinghouses ,  shops  and  business  premises.  Two  vehicles,  Dennis  Paxit 
16/20  cu.  yard  and  Eagle  Crushload  50  cu.  yard  were  used  to  provide  this 
service  which  were  operated  with  a  complement  of  seven  workmen  including 
drivers . 


Eleven  informal  notices  wore  served  on  the  owners  of  premises, 
requesting  them  to  provide  proper  galvanised,  covered  dustbins,  and  all  were 
complied  with. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


During  197Q  household  refuse  was  deposited  at  Burstwick  at  the 
Holderness  Rural  District  Council  tip.  This  site  is  approximately  20  miles 
return  journey.

HOLIDAY  CARAVAN  SITES 


There  are  two  privately-owned  Caravan  Sites,  licenced  for  113  caravans 
and  for  80  caravans.  Each  has  sewers,  water  mains  and  ablution  blocks,  the 
sites  being  maintained  at  a  high  standard. 

Refuse  is  collected  from  the  sites  weekly  during  the  holiday  season. 

CHALET  SITE 


The  Chalet  Site  situated  on  Holmpton  Road  has  290  chalets;  part  of  this 
site  is  in  the  Holderness  Rural  District  Council  area.  This  site  has  expanded 
rapidly  and  a  field  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road  is  being  developed. 

Sewers,  camp  roads,  water  mains  and  electricity  are  provided  on  the  site.  Each 
chalet  is  provided  with  a  separate  W.C.  and  dustbin.  Refuse  is  collected 
weekly  during  the  season. 

TRAILER  PARK 


The  Caravan  Site  situated  on  Waxhoime  Road  is  owned  by  the  Council  and 
has  sewers,  roads,  water  mains  and  ablution  blocks.  The  site  is  well 
maintained  and  there  were  1155  caravans  on  the  Trailer  Park  on  31st  December,  197C 

The  refuse  is  collected  from  all  the  holiday  camps  by  the  Council’s 
refuse  vehicles  and  staff.  This  provides  extra  work  for  the  refuse  collection 
staff;  the  problem  is  not  eased  by  the  fact  that  shortage  of  staff  is  also 
experienced  at  this  time  due  to  Council  workmen's  holidays.
